Prussic Acid Poisoning 
Killing County Cattle 


A n u m b er of disasters and near- 
di.-as.ters in Medina C ounty cattle 
have alarm ed county I arm ers and 
ranchm en in the last week. One 
cattlem an lost five head in rapid 
succession and another lost six. 
Sudden deaths are due to p ru s­ 
sic, or hydrocyanic acid poison­ 
ing which develops in sugar b e a r ­ 
ing forage crops such as maize, 
sweet sudan and to a lesser extent 
in Johu.-on gra.-s. The poison kills 
readily in from a few hours to 2 1 
hours. 
Generally speaking cattle should 
not be grazed on sudan le-s than 
a foot high ar.J it would be much 
sa fe r to keep tnt* stock from such 
crops less than Is inches. 
T here is a sure test for such 
poisoning and cattlem en planning 
on tu rn in g a herd oui to graze 
should pick stalks from d iffe ren t 
p ails ot the field and have them 
tested, For cattle already poison­ 
ed, th e ie ss a good antidote but it 
must be applied quickly.
